He has created the impression) 


that the Free State government has sur- j 
rendered its capital and that a military 
government has been substituted for it. 
He has kept the .arious municipal and 
state offices in opeiation under the gen- 
eral supervision of the military govern- 
ment, and by proclamation and practice 
is encouraging the people of the Free 
State to follow the example of their own 
authorities, and withdraw from a hope, 
less struggle. 


The old order of government has lost 


its political center with the surrender ol 
the capital, and a. new order of admin- 
istration has been created under the 
British flag, and General Roberts.' main 
work during the next fortnight is likely 
to be one- of pacification and restoration 
of order. He has a paymaster who wil] 
buy supplies for his army of 50,000 men, 
and he also has discipliniarians who will 
enforce respect for private property. 
With gold to pay ouf and rigorous dis- 
cipline, Roberts is likely to prove a suc- 
cessful politician in Bloemfontein. 


Lord Roberts' comments upon ths 


earlier operations of the war in the Lon- 
don Gazette and his absolute silence re- 
specting Lord Methuen are regarded aa 
very significant. The Times 
observes 


that this silence is, perhaps, more signifi- 
cant than words, especially when con-

proposals to Lord Salisbury which were 
sure c»f rejection, with what they tes- 
tily call "interference from Washing- 
ton," and which, though only tentative 
and clothed in words of perfect friend- 
liness and courtesy, came at an inop- 
portune moment when the sufficiently 
supreme British empire is the predom- 
inating feeling of the day.

Handier of Using- Large 


With Sirens. 


The United States lighthouse board 


is engaged in a series of experiments 
to determine the advisability of using 
large megaphones with sirens as fog 
signals, sa\s the New York. Post It 
has been found that the direct rays of 
sound can be focused and projected 
with a powerful megaphone so that 
they can be heard at a distance of eight 
or ten miles. In the experiments which 
have been carried on at the Falkner's 
Island lighthouse station*a megaphone 
17 feet In length and 7 feet in diameter 
at the mouth has been employed. 


The apparatus is mounted upon a cir- 


cular platform 28 feet in diameter, up- 
on which it revolves. There are differ- 
ent signals for the different directioLS, 
the signals being 15 seconds apart and 
the entire revolution occupying t\vo 
minutes. When the megaphone points 
to the west, the appropriate signal is 
three short blasts, and this is heard by 
a ship in that direction.- The westerr 
signals are longer than those for tht 
east, while those for the south ar« 
shorter than those indicating north. It 
is stated that it is now possible to pro- 
ject the sound of a siren in any given 
direction with the same accuracy and 
certainty as is obtained with a search- 
light.

Continuing, "and the a.ttorney general 
is hereby directed, in accordance with 
the srovisons of that act, to direct the 
several district attorneys of the United 
States in their respective districts to 
institute proper proceedings to bring 
the above-named violators of the law 
to justice."

Editor of the Transcript:— The sur- 


vey of the electric rostd over the moun- 
tain from WllllamHto.wn to 


N. Y., having been run out and the 
levels taken It seems a good time to 
consider another n>ute, and we trust 
the parties who have the project in 
view will look into this matter before 
deciding- upon the route via Petersburg 
and GraftoTL We fully believe that If 
the line was to start at WHiUwnstown 
Station and continue to the Sand 
Springs, thence through Pownal, North 
Pownal, North Petersburg to Hoosick, 
thence via the Stone road to Bruns- 
wick and Troy the line would be built 
at much less expense and traverse a 
section of country that 
would pay 


much better than the line ovei Grafton 
mountain. There would be very easy 
grades through the Hoosick Valley and 
the populaton would naturally increase 
uftei the road was ouilt. Bv building 
a short connecting link from Hoosick 
to Hoosick Falls, a continuous line bv 
electric road would then extend be- 
tween North Adams and Benninsrton. 
Hoosick Falls and Bennington people 
could then reach Troy at a.ny time dur- 
ing the day via Hr>osick. People along 
the Lebanon Spring's railroad 
could 


connect with this line at North Peters- 
burg. Residents of North Pownal and 
Po\\ nal could reach North Adams and 
Wllliamstown and transact their bus- 
iness at any time during the day, 
which they cannot ncfw do, owing to 
poor accomodations which the Fitch- 
burg railroad affords. 
The people of 


these villages are obliged to take the 
morning- train and lase the day or take 
a later train and remain in North Ad- 
ams until the midnight train. People 
therefore, so to Hoosick Falls instead 
of North Adams to do their shopping 
to save time. 


There would be o.uite as much travel 


by this line between Williamstown and 
Troy and the road would surely pay 
much better than a line over Grafton 
mountain. 


The natural advantages are all in 


favor of the valley route and the road 
be maintained at much less expense 
Snowstorms are rarely ever trouble- 
some through the valley while over the 
mountain the storms are frequently se- 
vere. We are much inclined to believe 
that the projectors of the road after 
looking into all the facts will decide 
that a line through the Hoosick vallev 
as indicated would be a much better 
and safer investment and a greater 
boon to the public.

Dr. Washington Gladden, of Colum- 


bus, Ohio, has consented to be a can- 
didate for the city council at the April 
election. During the coming year the 
most important of the street railway 
franchises in that city are likely to be 
renewed, and the situation demands 
in the council men who can be relied 
upon to look after the public interests. 
The ward in which Dr. Gladden lives is 
perhaps the wealthiest in the city, is 
strongly republican, and is reoresent- 
ed in athe council by a politician close- 
ly identified with corporation interests. 
Dr. Gladden's attitude toward corpora- 
tions is so eminently judicial and his 
position in politics has beer so fear- 
lessly independent, that he was clearly 
the ideal candidate to unite those who 
wished the right of the public to low 
fares and good accommodations to be 
as zealously guarded as the rights of 
the corporations to reasonable interest 
6n the capital actually invested in the 
roads. When it became known that 
Dr. Gladden would acceot the nomina- 
tion, the independent an'd also the de- 
mocratic newspapers of the cltv- warm- 
ly espoused his candidacy, with the 
result that his nomination as an inde- 
pendent was secured by petitions con- 
taining three times the reauisite num- 
ber ctf names; and the democratic pri- 
maries gave Dr. Gladden—whose name 
was not on the ballot—a majority over 
the two democrats who demanded the 
regular party nomination. As a re- 
sult, Dr. Gladden, will be voted for as 
an indeuendent who has tht; indorse- 
ment of the democrats, 
though his 


name will not ai>r>ear in the democratic 
column, as a partisan statute forbids 
any candidate's name to aouear more 
than once on the. ballot. The fact that 
Dr. Gladden stands as an Jr.de/Dendent 
will 
avert 
the danger 
of 
iden- 


tifying 
a 
church 
with 
a 
poli- 


tical party, and. should secure for 
the danger of identifying a church with 
a political party, and should secure for 
him the support of all who welcome 
the willingness of the finest type of 
man to enter the service of the city. 
As the Columbus "Citizen" remarked 
when Dr. Gladden's canaidacv was an- 
nounced, "His 
examnle is one that 


ought to inspire others . . . If Dr. 
Gladden can find time to so into the 
council, there is no excuse that will 
suffice to release any man."—The Out- 
look. 


Comparison by Dr. Leydi 


Dr. Leyds, the charge d'affaires of 


the Transvaal Government in Europe, 
has been stopping in town for a few 
days, his ostensible object in visiting 
Paris being to attend the banquet to 
the diplomatic corps at the Elysee.

vanquished by the British to the ex- 
tent of having to choose between those 
alternatives. You as an" American, cit- 
izen will perhaps appreciate the com- 
parison I am going to make between 
the Cubans and the Boers. At the 
time 
the 
United 
States 
declared 


war against Spain, the Cuban guerilla 
forces aggregated fully thirty thou- 
sand men, I believe, which, allowing 
for losses, would justify the conclu- 
sion that the figure was originally 
nearly fifty thousand. This, then, was 
the army that for three years had de- 
fied all the power of Spain and had 
held its own more or less well against 
two hundred thousand regulars. Let 
us assume that the United States had 
not intervened at all. Is it not reason- 
able to suppose that Maximo Gomez 
and his men could have 
continued 


their guerilla war indefinitely, wearing 
out and using up the badly acclimated 
Spaniards? Is it not probable that at 
this very moment the Mausers would 
be sowing death in the ranks of the 
fresh levies from old Spain ? 


"And yet Spain had a vastly less 


hazardous and perilous undertaking 
on her hands than has Great Britain 
at the present moment. Spain had a 
large and well equipped army provided 
with Krupp cannon and Mausers, wel 
officered and on the whole \ properly 
disciplined. In Cuba they were at ten 
days' distance only from the mother 
country. Then again, the 
enemy: 


though brave, was, after all, lacking ir 
many of the essential elements thai 
make for success even in guerilla war- 
fare; he was often inadequately pro- 
vided with ammunit:oz and provisions 
while as to artillery he had hardly any 
worth mentioning. 


"How different 
is the 
Anglo-Boer 


situation! Without dwelling on the 
disadvantage for the English involved 
in the enormous distance between 
Cape Colony and the mother country, 
it must be patent to even the mos 
superficial observer that by following 
their present 
defensive tactics the 


Boers, well armed, well trained and 
thoroughly conversant with the topo- 
graphy of their own country, should 
be able to hold their own indefinitely 
against almost 
any mass of troops 


sent against them. Thanks to the pa- 
triotic spirit which animates the two 
republics, our numbers in the field are 
formidable, we have all the ammu- 
nition we need and are able to manu- 
facture more. Even if by sheer weight 
of numbers the English gain a poin 
here or there, their success will be 
barren of results; everything will have 
to be begun again on the morrow. At 
every turn they will be confronted by 
an improvised fortress, and still an- 
other, and so on without end. I know 
the temper of our people; believe me 
THEY WILL NEVER GIVE 
IN!" 


(This with great emphasis.) "The 
sooner the English realize this and 
come to terms the better ,for it will 
take them a long time to kill the last 
Boer, and in the meanwhile the British 
empire may crumble to dust,"—Paris 
Correspondence in Collier's Weekly.

formed Sir Thomas.. Two years will 
have elapsed before the coming match, 
and now Sir Thomas, since lie has met 
Fife, has made up his mind to alter 
the Shamrock. Fife has asked him to 
get absolute liberty from the New York 
Yacht club to reconstruct and alter 
her in such manner as seems to him 
best. 


Designer "Watson has been given the 


order to get out the lines of the new 
challenger, which, by the way, will be 
called the Erin. Mr. Watson is now 
working up the preliminaries 
and 


thinking matters out, and he will be 
prepared to give out the contract as 
soon as the terms for the next match 
are arranged between the Royal Ulster 
and the New York Yacht clubs. 


Charles Russell, who is Sir Thomas 


Liptou's legal adviser, has looked into 
all the terms of former matches and 
has found out that the New York 
Yacht club in the Valkyrie III match 
is on record—viz, "In case Valkyrie III 
is not the fastest British yacht after 
trial then you (Dunraven) will be al- 
lowed to substitute such yacht for the 
challenger." 


These terms will be asked by Sir 


Thomas because he will send both the 
Shamrock and the Erin over to your 
side in the late spring of 1901 and thus 
give them a chance of at least two 
months of trial practice before the 
grand event comes off. Should - the 
improved Shamrock be faster than the 
Erin then, as in t'"» case of the Val- 
kyrie III, Sir Thomas will ask that 
the faster of the two yachts be named, 
and what the members of the New 
York Yacht club offered Lord Dun- 
raven they will surely grant to Sir 
Thomas Lipton. Both yachts, in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the mutual 
agreement clause previously agreed on, 
will be towed over under the same 
conditions as the Shamrock, and they 
should make the passage in 13 days. 
The practice sails will take place off 
Sandy Hook, and every day outside of 
Sunday will be given to racing over 
the regular America's cup course dis- 
tance. 
, 


Sir Thomas is undecided whether he 


will be in America in July or August, 
but that he will be over during one 
of these months is a certainty. 
He 


will have the members of the Royal 
Ulster Yacht club with him, and, as 
before, the match will be speedily 
closed. 
The chances are that the 


matches will be sailed during August 
or early September, and it may be 
earlier, for Sir Thomas intends if pos- 
sible to have both of his boats on this 
side in late April or early May and 
have them ready for a match not more 
than GO days after arrival. 


On an early day Sir Thomas, will in- 


formally send a letter to the New York 
Yacht club informing the members of 
his intention to challenge, so as to 
have a holding above others who may 
contemplate challenging. 
As he has 


stepped aside for a year, he feels be- 
fore the match takes on that his future 
attempts to lift the cup should not be 
uncertain so far as the lodgment of 
the challenge for 1901 is concerned. 
The alterations in the Shamrock will 
be made by Thorneycroft, and in that 
event she will be toWed to the yard iii 
the south. 


Mr. William Gibson, a very wealthy 


Irishman, from County Antrim, is a 
very close friend of Sir Thomas. He 
has suggested that he would like to be 
a party in building the Erin. Sir Thom- 
as likes the fun so much that he will 
go it alone. When Sir Thomas will 
have completed the 1901 match, the 
outlay will be close to three-quarters of 
a million dollars.

ADVERTISED LETTERS, 


Letters are advertised at the post- 


office for Mrs. Hough, of Gilead street, 
A- L. Stickney, Raphael Boursler, Mrs. 
H. R. Quimby, Philip Sawyer and Mar- 
cla. Simonds. 


On April 1 Postmaster Smith will in- 


troduce the new plan of registration of 
letters by letter carriers. In giving to 
residents of cittesr the advantage of 
having their letters registerd at their 
own door, the provisoes of the "Eiffht- 
honr law," as applied to carriers, make 
it necessary to the department to exact 
certain requirements, which, though 
easy of fulfillment, are, nevertheless, 
imperative. 


1. Only letters can be registered, and 


they must be ready in. every respect 
when the carrier calls, for he is forbid- 
den, on pain of dismissal, to wait even 
a fraction of a minute longer than is 
necessary to write the receipt. 


2. Every letter must be inclosed in an 


envelope strong- enough to safely carry 
contents, and be in perfect condltoiu 
The envelope must bear name and ad- 
dress of sender, name of addressee and 
his postoce address; and have the post- 
age and registry fee prepaid, either 
•with stamps attached, or in money, the 
exact amount to be paid to the carrier. 
The writing on envelope must be plain 
and legible. 


If you have failed to comply with 


any of these requirements, the carrier 
is obliged to refuse your letter and 
hand you this card. If it be properly 
prepared, he will 'register the letter on 
his next trip. 


Your receipt will be written by him 


and show the amount of money paid 
him for postage and fee, when stamps 
are not attached to your letter. 
If 


there be a surplus it will be returned 
from the post office. 


Carriers are forbidden to make oral 


explanations or engage in, discussion 
with patrons, to register letters free, to 
advance money or stamps to pay post- 
age or to make change. The rules laid 
down in it must be strictly complied 
with.

Tenure of Land on Condition of Ferwnul 


Duty to the Sovereign- 


Florence Hayward describes Queen 


Victoria's coronation roll in The Cen- 
tury. The writer says: 


After telling how the privy council 


was formed into a commission "to hear 
the petitions of the lords, great men, 
nobles, knights and other with regard 
to services, duties, attendances, offices, 
fees and rights connected with the cere- 
mony of coronation," the roll states 
what these petitions were, or at least 
snob of then) as were granted. 


One was that the Duke of Norfolk, 


who claimed "the right to find for the 
queen on her day of coronation a glove 
for her majesty's right hand and to sup- 
port the queen's right arm on the same 
day as long as her majesty shall hold 
in her hand the royal scepter, the peti- 
tioner holding the manor of Worksop 
by tbe aforesaid services." In other 
words, if the Duke of Norfolk had 
failed to provide the glove or to support 
her majesty's arm 'at that particular 
time his ownership of Worksop manor 
would have been invalidated and the 
property have reverted to the crown. 


Another petition was that of Barbara, 


Baroness Grey de Bnthyn, who, as the 
head of her family, claimed the right to 
carry the great spurs before her majesty 
on the day of her coronation and asked 
that George, Lord Byron, be appointed 
her deputy for the performance of that 
duty. 


yet' another was that of Francis, 


twelfth earl of Huntingdon. The earl- 
dom of Huntingdon had remained sus- 
pended for many years owing to the 
tenth earl dying without issue. When, 
however, this twelfth in the line of suc- 
cession succeeded in establishing, aa a 
descendant of the second earl, his right 
to the peerage, he also claimed the right 
to carry one of the four swords of state 
in the coronation procession, this, as 
well as other duties and services con- 
nected with the ceremony, being the 
condition of his tenure of lands. Small 
wonder, then, that in announcing the 
omission of the procession it was im- 
portant to set forth also that the non- 
performance of duties connected with it 
should entail no forfeitures.

'MEDIAN' 
THE CENSUS, 


New Word Coined to Supplant Aver- 


asre and Center. 


A new word seems'destined to come 


into use with the census of 1900 and 
the discussions that will follow the in- 
terpretation 
of its results, says a 


Washington correspondent of the Bos- 
ton '.Transcript. The word is "median." 
It ought to displace average and cen- 
ter for the greater number of ordinary 
census uses, since the notion of "av- 
erage" which most people have is real- 
ly expressed by "median," while "av- 
erage" means quite another thing. 
There is room in our terminology for 
both terms, just as we distinguish be- 
tween plurality and majority to good 
advantage in discussing election re- 
turns. The average age of the popula- 
tion of the United States, for example, 
is 25 years; 'the median age is 21 years. 
The latter means the point at which 
there are as many people above as be- 
low. 
An 80-year-ohl man would then 


have no more'Influence in pulling up- 
the median age of his community than 
a 40-year-old man so long as both were 
above the average. The octogenarian 
would, however, have a great influence 
on the average age of a community, as 
will appear from the formula by which 
that result is obtained. If there are 
157 persons 1 year old, 113 persons 2 
years old, 95 G years old and so on, the 
157 would be multiplied by 1, the 113 
by 2, the 95 by 3, as far as ages go, and 
then the grand total would be dnided 
by the whole number of persons. The 
quotient w ould be the number of years 
of life which had been enjoyed by 
the average person, or the "average" 
age. For statistical purposes "median" 
age is just as valuable, and the estab- 
lishment of tfie" distinction is impor- 
tant, as numberless errors arise from 
the confusion of the two. 


What will probably surprise more 


people, however, is that the "center of 
population" of the United States is not 
the point of w'hich just as many people 
are south as north, as many east as 
west That would be the median point 
of population. By the census of 1890 
thp cpnter of population was 20 miles 
east of 
Columbus. Ind., while the 


median point was about 70 miles north- 
east of it, in Darke county, O., near 
the western boundary of the state. 
The reason the "center" 
gravitates 


west of the median is that the Pacific 
coast population is on the long arm of 
the lever, and influences result much 
as tbe octogenarian does the average 
age. 
Jxist think where our center of 


population would be, according to 
theory, with the Philippine Islands re- 
garded as a part of the United States! 
The eastern seaboard might well say, 
"We have no influence here."

'Wounded — Remarkable Fortitude 


Of an Old Colonial—Wounded and 
Dying- Men Showed tbe Greatest 
BraTery—Description of "Wound*. 


For real ghastliness, for a glimpse in- 


to the gory realities of war and the 
horrors of the battlefield, the private 
letter of a young medical officer at 


j Splon kop, printed In the London Dal- 


ly Graphic, can scarcely be beaten. 
"I selected a pass," lie writes, "over- 
hung by steep clay banks, on the top 
of which I got up a Red Cross flag. 
Cases now began to pour down from 
Splon kop on stretchers. The Boers 
opened tire on us, and three bullets 
went into the fire, knocking the sticks 
about. The reason for this fire was 
not the Red Cross flag, but owing-to 
some 'Tommies' who were strolling 
over to It, either to take cover there or 
to see what we were doing. I prompt- 
ly ordered them away. 
A few min- 


utes after the Boers let fire five shells 
In quick succession In my direction, 
but they fell short and did no harm. 


j This sort of thing went on round me 
| for the rest of the day, but I always 


1 kept well in the shelter of the bank. 


i From This time to 10 o'clock next 


i morning the wounded came through 


i my dressing station, as the pass was 


the only exit from the hill. I saw ev- 
ery case, and some of them were mu- 
tilated beyond description. 


"Fully 330 wounded and dead, who 


had died on the way, passed through 
my hands. 
The cheerfulness of the 


wounded struck me as remarkable- 
men with shattered wounds smoking 
their pipes, and, although starving, not 
a grumble did I hear. 
Many a poor 


chap shot in the morning in the front 
trenches who could not be reached 
lay in the blazing sun all day. One 
old colonial in Thornycroft's, with a 
gray beard, walked down, leaning on 
his rifle. He was a mass of wounds- 
one ear cut through by a bullet, his 
chin, neck and chest also shot through 
by others and his back and legs torn 
by shells. 
He came in and said he 


just dropped in to let me take his fin- 
ger off, as It was so shattered he could 
not pull the trigger of his rifle, as it 
got in the way of the next finger which 
he could use, for he wanted to get back 
up the hill to lay the Dutchmen out. 
Of course I would not let him go back. 
The bullet wounds are 
beautifully 


clean, jnst a iim£ rennet ^GxC, £tHu, 2.5 
a rule, do not do much damage, as 
they often go through the bone with- 
out shattering It, and they don't bleed 
much. The shell wouods are hideous. 


"It was frightfully dark, and I put 


one of the lanterns on a stick as a di- 
recting light to my pass. One of a 
group of soldiers returning to the hill 
tried to run away with it, and I would 
have lost it, orfy I snatched up a rifle 
from a \\~ounded man nnd shouted that 
I would shoot him if lit1 did not bring 


* it back. He dropped it and ran away, 


and- it wont out, but I got it again. 
Shortly after this both lanterns went 


j out, and I had a pretty bad time, (is 


the pass often got blocked with wound- 
ed. 
Finally I could send no more 


wounded across the drift and had to 
stack them with the dead In rows on 
the grass. I collected all the wounded 
officers on stretchers around me and 
gave them brandy and a. hypodermic 
of morphia. 


"The morning light began to dawn 


about 4:30 o'clock and lighted up the 
ghastly faces of the patients around 
me. My men now got a fiie ready and 
got some beef tea and coffee, and I 
had some myself, the first meal since 
my dinner the day before, and after 
giving the wounded some as well I 
sent them on the ambulances across 
the drift. 


"Commandants Botha and Burgess, 


who were the Boer generals, now came 
on the scene. The former, who was 
the chief general, was a smallish, thin 
man, 
with yellowish beard and hair, 


and had a magnificent rifle, beautiful- 
ly carved with his name and a text 
from the Bible. He had a couple of 
mounted Kaffirs, carrying his ammuni- 
tion and water bottles, and an inter- 
preter. He seemed, however, to un- 
derstand English, though he refused to 
speak it, but now and then said, 'Cer- 
tainly, certainly.' There were quite a 
number of German officers. 
I heard 


one of them had been killed. They let 
our men search the dead for their 
identification cards, letters and money. 
It was very sad to see the things we 
found in their pockets—love lettprs. 
Christmas 
cards, little pocketbooks 


with accounts and half written letters. 
Several of the Boers handed in little 
things they found—a check for 10 shil- 
lings, a purse with money, etc. Some 
of the officers had trinkets around their 
necks. 
One poor chap had a locket 


with a spray of white heather, and we 
had to cut his'name off his shirt and 
pin it to the locket as a means of 
identification. I am sorry to say that 
a number had their fingers cut off to 
get their rings, but the Boers said that 
they did not see who did it and were 
Indignant"

thorn oven when defeated, nnd they 
cannot bronk them into little bits, says 
the London Spectator. Do they send 
them away bofore they surrender or 
do they bury them in the sand of their 
rivers? The plan of burial is the one 
adopted by the hostile races in India, 
and it is not so fatal to the guns as 
might be imagined.

STUART, THE PAINTER. 


Curious Hits Bora of His Faculty For 


Reading Face*. 


"I don't want people to look at my 


pictures and say how beautiful the dra- 
pery is. The face re what I care about," 
said Stuart, the great American painter. 
He was once asked what he considered 
the most characteristic feature of the 
face. He replied by pressing the end of 
his pencil against the tip of his nose, 
distorting it oddly. 


His faculty at reading physiognomy 


sometimes made curious hits. 
There 


was a person in Newport celebrated for 
his powers of calculation, but in other 
respects almost an idiot. 
One day 


Stuart, being in the British museum, 
came upon a bust whose likeness was 
apparently unmistakable. Calling the 
curator, he said, 'I see yon have a head 
of 'Calculating Jemmy.' " 
" 'Calculating Jemmy!' " repeated 


the curator in amazement. "That is 
the head of Sir Isaac Newton." 


On another occasion, while dining 


with the Duke of Northumberland, his 
host privily called his attention to a 
gentleman and asked the painter if he 
knew him. Stuart had never seen him 
before. 


"Tell me what sort of a man he is." 
"I may speak frankly?" 
"By all means." 
"Well, if the Almighty ever wrote a 


legible hand he is the greatest rascal 
that ever disgraced society." 


It appeared that the man was an at- 


torney who had been detected in sundry 
dishonorable acts. 


Stuart's daughter tells a pretty story

FITCHBURG WINS CASE 


Heavy Suit by Hoosick 
Falls Man 


Dismissed by Court 


The supreme court in Troy yesterday 


heard the suit of Dennis u'Leary of 
Hoosick Falls against the FitcHbur- 
railroad. Mr. O'Leary, who is known 
in this city, sued for $10,000 for the 
deat'n. o£ ::is daughter, who v/as killed 
November 24, 1899, by a Fitchburg train 
while on her way tn school. Alter the 
hearing- of they laintiff's evidence the 
defense moved for a non-suit on the 
ground that the plaintiff had failed to 
prove a cause of action or contributory 
negligence. lawyer Hamilton for the 
defense contended that there had been 
no effort made to prove that the rail- 
road employes could have avoided the 
accident. He said that as far as he 
could see the oniy fact on which the 
plaintiff would base its cwse is tho 
presence of a freight train blocking the 
| crossing:. The child, he said, was an 


usually bright one, and had crossed 
the street at that r>oint often and was 
familiar with the locality. She did not 
look up when she stepped on the pas- 
senger track, and if she had would 
have seen the danger. 


Justice Fursman held that no proof 


had. been, produced to show that the 
engineer or conductor had any reason 
to expect the presence of the child.

Murray Crane, Lieutenant Governor 
John L. Bates and Edward H. Brad- 
ford, treasurer of the commonwealth., 
to restrain the execution of the pro- 
posed lease of the Fitchburs railroad 
to the Bostcn and Maine, and to re- 
strain the votin™ of the 50,000 shares of 
common stock held by the common- 
wealth for such purpose. 
The plaintiffs bring their bill as hold- 
ers of preferred stock in the Fitehburg, 
complaining that the proposed lease 
will work in violation of the rights of 
the 
preferred 
stockholders in 
the 


Fitehburg, and greatly injure them. 
They also complain that the Boston 
and Maine is not financially strong: 
enough to bear the weig-ht which the 
lease of the Fitehburg will impose upon 
it, together with the financial burdens 
it already has assumed.
